European  Intelligence.

CONSTANTINOPLE,  Aug.  16. 

Yefterday  the  Porte  received  intelli- 
gence that  kioffe  Muftapha  Pacha,  aflift- 
edbythe  Anglo  Ruffian  and  Turkifh  fleet*, 
had  taken  Aboukir  and  Rofetta,  in  Egypt. 
The  allied  fleets  have  now  opened  a  com- 
munication in  Egypt  ;  the  united  troop* 
marching  aginft  Alexandria,  and  much  ap- 
pears to  have  been  effected  towards  con- 
quering Egypt.  Several  lacks  with  ears, 
of  fuch  of  the  enemy  as  were  killed,  are 
arrived  here.  The  Grand  Seignor  has 
prefented  the  Tarter,  who  brought  this 
intelligence,  with  a  valuable  peiice,  and 
a  penlion  for  life. 

This  moment  a  fliip  arrived  here  from 
St.  John  d'Acre,  having  a  number  of 
Turks  on  board,  who  were  wounded  irt 
the  battle  of  Aboukir.  The  troops  of! 
the  united  fleets,  and  other  Turkifh  troop* 
amounted  to  40,000  men.  To  fecure 
Aboukir,  the  bulwark  of  Alexandria  and 
of  Egypt,  the  French  had  fupplied  it  with 
troops  from  Alexandria  and  other  place*. 
The  battle  of  Aboukir,  in  which  Sir  Sid- 
ney Smith  commanded  theTurki  was  very 
obftinate  and  bloody.  A  great  number 
fell  on  both  fides,  1500  French  were  put 
to  the  fword. 

Bat  avian  Republic. 

AMSTERDAM,  October.  4. 

There  are  no  further  news  from  Alk» 
maar,  of  the  action  of  the  2d,  but  frota 
Amfterdam  they  write  yefterday:

of  Thursday  morning,  they  write  as  fol- 
lows : 

"The  a<tion  of  yefterday  was  mod 
bloody,  and  hilled  till  6  o'clo'ck  in  the  e- 
vening.  The  Ehglifh  had  advanced  to 
Iloef,  hut  were  repulfcd  to  Bergen.  Tht 
attack  was  made  on  all  fides  of  our  left 
wing,  and  many  places  flittered. 

Another  letter  from  Amfterdam  fays, 
"On  the  2d  was  a  violent  action  ;  the 
Englifh  had  penetrated  to  Egmont,  but 
in  the  night  the  French  retook  that  place, 
and  recovered  their  former  polition. 
The  village  Kcedyck,  half  a  league  from 
Alkmaar,  was  burnt,  this  day,  the  3d,  the 
battle  recommenced,  but  we  are  ignorant 
of  the  refult.  Ruffian  and  Englith  pri- 
foners  were  brouget  to  Haarlem,  and  no 
lefs  than  forty  or  fifty  veffels  arrived 
with  wounded. 

It  is  alfo  known  fufficiently  well,  that 
the  Lemmer  is  taken  by  the  Englilh,  but 
that  a  party  headed  by  the  Commandant 
of  Leerewardcn  had  marched  from  that 
city  to  endeavonr  to  regain  Lemmer — 
the  refult  is  not  known.  We  have  alfo 
advice,  that  a  number  of  Britifh  armed 
veflels,  frigates  and  others,  cruife  in  the 
Zuyder  Sea,  and  have  already  taken  feve- 
ral  veffels- 

I  Since  30th  September  about  2*200 
French  troops  marched  through  this  city 
to  join  the  army. 

ALKMAAR,  Septhmber  22. 

Our  neighbouring  villages  have  confi- 
derably  fuffered  during  the  laft  engage- 
ment. Grabhendam  has  been  totalh 
burnt ;  many  houfes  in  De  Zyp,  at  Groet. 
Schoorl,  Schoorldam,  &  in  the  long  Oylcje 
have  been  laid  in  afhes.  The  roads  ar< 
ftrcwed  with  flain,  Ruffians,  and  fom< 
Brittifh,  for  whofe  interment  we  are  now 
providing. 

General  Dumonccau  has  been  con- 
veyed to  Amfterdam,  where  it  was  jud- 
ged he  would  enjoy  quietnefs  and  rcpof 
for  his  recovery.  Yefterday  and  to  day 
we  have  been  conflantlv  engaged  in  pick- 
in?  up  the  ftraved  R  uffians  -xho  hid  them- 
felves in  the  Berger  woods, and  downs. 

It  appears  now  fufficiently  clear  that 
the  intention  of  the  enemv  was  to  drop 
the  Ruffians  along  the  fhore  and  through 
the  Downs,  until  below  Eyncaud  at  fea. 
while  the  F.nglifh,  with  a  large  force, 
would  march  up  to  fix  the  whole  left 
wing  betwixt  two  fires.  But  as  the  Ruf- 
fians now  forced  on  betwixt  Bergen  & 
Schoorl,  through  the  Dunven  Woods,  thtey 
were  in;  hediatelv  furrounded  by  the 
French  ;  and  while  the  Ensliffi  did  not 
fufficienrly  attack  the  centre  at  Schoorl- 
dam, gen.  Dumonc.eau,  who  commanded 
the  fame,  embraced  the  opnortunitv  of 
ferondinp;  the  left  wing,  whereby  not 
onlv  the  Ruffians  fuffered  fo  cnormouflv, 
but  the  Englifli  were  prevented  making 
a  fortie  from  Petten.  It  is  therefore  nro- 
bable  that  the  enemy  being  fo  well  bea- 
ten in  his  right  wing,  prevented  his  march 
by  Schcrmerhorn,  to  Alkmaar.

VICTORY  IN  HOLLA  N  D. 

[OFFICIAL  ACCOUNTS.] 

The  general  Boc&op,  chief  of  the  etat  ma- 
jor of  the  Batavian  army,  to  the  agent 
of  the  war  department  of  tie  Batavian 
Republic  at  the  Hague. 

Citizen  Minister, 
About  ten  o'clock  this  morning,  I  had 
the  honor  to  communicate  to  you  that  the 
enemy  had  attacked  our  whole  line,  and 
how  we  were  then  fituated.  I  am  now a- 
blc  to  give  you  (7  o'clock  P.  M.)  fur- 
ther though  brief  particulars,  although  I 
have  not  vet  received  official  advices. 

The  enemv  commenced  at  break  of  day 
the  attack  on  the  left  wing,  which  was 
•compofedof  French  troops,  fituated  before 
Patten  ;  which  obliged  the  French  to  fall 
back  over  Schoorl  j  but  they  again  ralli- 
ed and  the  42  half  brigade  charged  the 
enemy  which  were  compofed  of  Ruffians, 
with  the  bayonet  and  cut  off  their  retreat 
towards  Patten,  a  great  number  were  ta- 
ken prifoners,  and  an  immenfe  fiaughter 
of  the  enemv  refulted  from  this  charge: 
about  800  fell,  as  far  as  I  have  been  able 
to  learn  ;  among  the  prifoners  were  a 
great  many  officers,  and  the  Ruffian  ge- 
neral Herman,  the  commander  of  their 
right  wing  ;  feveral  pieces  of  cannon  and 
two  ftandarebj  were  taken  :  our  troops 
have  fecured  an  advanced  pofition  by  this 
action.  At  the  time  of  the  attack  cn  the 
left  army,  the  divifion  under  lieut.  gen. 
Dtimonceau  was  alfo  attacked,  and  obli- 
ged to  abandon  the  port  of  Schoorldam, 
but  regained  it  again  accordingto  my  ad- 
vices, and  in  good  order. 

The  right  wing  of  general  Daandals, 
.  kept  its  pofition  until  the  afternoon,  af- 


ter having"  repulfed  feveral  attacks  ;  but 

about  2  o'clock  being  attacked  in  front, 
about  Oud-Karfpel  by  the  Englifh  and  in 
the  flank  by  2000  Ruffians  ;  and  in  fpite 
of  the  efforts  adt.  gem  Derutt,  he  could 
not  bring  the  troops  upon  their  ramparts, 
which  was  the  taufe  of  their  retreat : 
and  which  alfo  obliged  the  lietit.  general 
Daandels  to  change  his  pofition  of  Oud 
Karfpel,  and  alfo  that  of  St.  Paneras. 
The  retreat  would  have  been  effected  ii, 
good  order  had  not  one  of  the  ammuniti- 
on chefts  caught  fire,  and  threw  the  line 
into  confulion. 

Accordingto  the  report  of  the^prifon- 
ers,  a  part  ot  the  Ruffians  were  debarked 
the  day  before  yefterday,  and  the  remain- 
der [aft  night  amounting  to  17,000  men  ; 
the  report  ilates  that  the  Englilh  amoun- 
ted to  20,000  men,  under  the  command  of 
of  the  duke  of  York.  Notwiftanding  I  have 
no  official  ftatement  of  the  lofs  of  the  e- 
nemy,  yet  it  is  afcertained  without  exag- 
geration to  amount  to  be  between  3  and 
4000  killed. 

The  lieut.  gen.  Dumonceau  is  tolera- 
bly well  this  evening.  I  cannot  well  af- 
certain  our  lofs  ;  but  very  few  wounded 
have  been  brought  to  the  hofpitals.  A- 
mong  thofe  of  our  officers  killed,  arc  capt. 
Dupont,  of  the  6th  half  brigade;  and  Da- 
andel's  adjutant.  Grabner;  Nahuys,  Du- 
mouceau's  adjutant,  is  mortally  wound- 
ed ;  and  fome  fiightly  wounded,  unknown 
to  me. 

As  foon  as  official  returns  are  n 
me,  I  frail  have  the  honor  to  comH 
cate  to  you  our  lofs  exactly.

Our  out  polls  are  drawn 
in,  in  order  to  render  us  more  compact, 
and  to  form  a  better  line  for  the  move- 
ment which  I  have  ordered  to  be  made 
by  thsj  centre  and  right  wing. — The  rear 
of  the  divifion  of  gen.  Dumonceau  is  mar- 
ched towards  Bergen,  and  has  alio  moved 
to  t*re  left  ;  and  the  refult  of  the  battle 
which  appeared  at  firft  doubtful,  has  ter- 
minated quite  in  our  favor?*  The  enemy 
is  driven  back  into  its  entrenchment:;.

The  poor  villagers  with  their  wives,  and 
children  were  either  butchered  in  the 
ftrects  or  burned  in  their  houfes.  Seve- 
ral villages  are  ftill  in  flames.  The  En- 
glifli particularly  diftinguiihed  themfclves 
for  their  cruelty.

-The  fortress  of  Aboukir  fell  in 
confequence  of  th;s  il  feat,  again  into  the 
hands  of  the  French.  On  the  19th  int.

The  gallantry  dlfplayed  by  the  troops 
engaged,  the  fpirit  with  which  they  over- 
cam*  every  obftaclc  which  nature  and  art 
oppoftfd  to  them,  and  the  cheerfulnefs 
with  which  they  maintained  the  fatigue 
of  an  action,  whtch  lalted  without  intcr- 
midion  from  half'patt  three  o'clock  in  the 
morning,  until  five  in  the  afternoon, 
are  beyond  my  powers  to  defcribe  or  to 
extol.  Their  exertions  fully  entitle  them 
to  tiie  admiration  and  gratitude  of  the'u 
king  and  country. 

Having  thus  faithfully  detailed  the 
vents  of  this  firrt  attack,  and  paid  the  tri- 
bute of  regret  due  to  the  di'-tinguilhed  me- 
rit of  thole  that  fell,  I  have  much  confo- 
lation  in  being  able  to  ftate  that  the'  ef- 
forts which  have  been  made,  although  not 
crowned  with  immediate  fuccefs,  fo  far 
from  militating  againft  the  general  object 
of  the  campaign,  promife  to  be  highly  ufe- 
ful  to  our  future  operations.  The  capture 
of  fixty  officers  and  upwards  of  three  thou- 
1a lid -men,  and  the  dettruchon  tixtcen  pie- 
ces of  cannon,  with  large  fuppiics  of  am- 
munition, which  ths  interfered  nature 
of  the  country  did  not  admit  of  being  with- 
drawn, are  convincing  proofs  that  the 
lofrgjf  the  enemy  in  the  field  lias  been  far 
fuperior  to  our  own  ;  and  in  addition  to 
this,  it  is  material  to  ftate,  that  nearly 
15,000  of  the  allied  troops  had  unavoid- 
ably no  (hare  in  the  a«Tion. 

In  viewing  the  feveral  circumftances 
which  occurred  during  this  ardouous  day, 
I  cannot  avoid  exprefling  (lie  obligations  I 
owe  to  lieut.  Gens.  Dundas  &  Sir  James 
Poultney,  for  their  able  affiftancc,  a:;d  al- 
fo  to  mention  my  great  fatisfachon  at  the 
conduct  of  Major  Gens,  his  royal  BjMjh- 
nefs  Prince  William,  D'Oyley,  ^lajBi  s 
Burard,  and  Don,  to  whole  fpirited  ex- 
ertions the  credit  gained  by  the  brigade.- 
they  commanded  was  greatly  to  be  impu- 
ted.

"Citizen  Beauport,  chief  of  brigade 
commanding  at  Genoa,  writes  as  follows, 
under  date  of  the  7  th  Sept-  u  I  am  much 
afraid  that  Genoa  will  become  a  fecond 
Verona  for  me.  A  civil  war  will  fooner 
or  later  break  out  within  our  walls.— 
The  patriotic,  and  ariftocratic  parties 
have  already  more  than  once  come  to 
blows  amongft  us. 

"  I  have  not  half  a  fufficient  number  o£ 
foldiers  to  preferve  the  tranquillity  of  the 
city.  We  yefterday  received  account* 
from  gen.  Championet.  His  advanced 
guard  is  proceeding  towards  Coni.  The 
day  before  yefterday  we  expected  to  fee 
the  enemy  before  the  gates  of  Genoa  ;  but 
pthe  approach  of  Championet  has  caufed 
them  to  retreat,  the  victory  of  Maffena 
in  Helvetia  will  probably  force  the  Au- 
ftro-RulIians  to  evacuate  Piedmont." 

They  write  from  Gavi,  under  date  o£ 
Sept.  7  :  "  This  morning  the  Auftrians 
precipitately  abandoned  the  pofitions  of 
Carofio,  Elhrifco,  Parodi,  &c.  carrying 
with  them  all  their  artillery.  They  re-

their  collections,  in  manner  aforefaid,  render  to  the  ftiperVifor  of  rtie 

trict,  or  the  infpector  of  the  furvey  within  which  the  laid  collection  fhall 
refpectively,  be  made,  a  full  and  true  account  of  the  collections  made  by 
them  refpectively  within  the  month,  and  pay  over  to  the  faid  fupervilbr  or 
infpector,  the  monies  by  them  refpectively  collected  within  the  laid  term  ; 
And  if  any  fuch  collector  fliall  fail  or  neglect  to  account  and  pay  over,  as  a- 
forefaid,  at  any  of  the  periods  above  prefcribed,  fuch  collector  fliall  forfeit 
and  pay  three  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  to  the  ufe  of  the  United 
States,  with  cofts  of  fuit,  in  any  court  having  competent  jurifdiction  :  And 
where  any  monies  fhall  have  been  paid,  as  aforefaid,  to  the  infpector  of  a. 
furvey,  by  any  collector,  the  receipt  of  fuch  infpector  mail  be  allowed  to 
fuch  collector,  in  the  final  fettlement^of  his  accounts  with  the  fupervifor 
•f  the  diftrict. 

Sec.  15.  And  be  it  further  tnaEled,  That  each  of  the  faid  collectors  fli  all 
complete,  the  collection  of  all  fums  affigned  to  him  for  collection,  as  afore* 
faid,  and  fliall  account  for,  and  pay  over  the  fame  to  the  fupervifor  of  the 
diftrict,  within  one  year  and  one  month  from  and  after  the  time  when  the 
faid  tax  (hall  have  become  due  and  payable,  in  manner  aforefaid  ;  and  if  a- 
ny  collector  fhall  fail  fo  to  collect,  account  and  pay  over,  it  fliall  be  the  du- 
ty of  the  fupervifor  of  the  diftrict,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  requi- 
red to  iffue  a  warrant  of  diftrefs  againft  fuch  delinquent  collector  and  him 
fureties,  directed  to  the  marflial  of  the  diftrict,  therein  exprefling  the  a- 
mountof  the  taxes  impofed  on  the  diftrict  of  fuch  collector,  and  the  fumst 
if  any,  which  have  been  paid  ;  and  the  faid  marflial  fliall  himfelf,  or  by  hi* 
deputy  immediately  proceed  to  levy  and  collect  the  fum  which  ma)  remain 
due,  by  diftrefs  and  fale  of  the  goods  and  chattels,  or  any  perfonal  effects 
of  the  delinquent  collector  ;  and  for  want  of  goods,  chatties  or  effects,  a- 
forefaid,  fufficient  to  fatisfy  the  faid  warrant,  the  fame  may  be  levied  oil 
the  perfon  of  the  collector,  who  may  be  committed  to  prifon  there  to  re- 
main, until  difcharged  in  due  courfe  of  law.  And  furthermore,  notwith- 
flandingthc  commitment  of  the  collector  to  prifon,  as  aforefaid,  or  if  he 
abfeond,  and  goods,  chatties  and  effects  cannot  be  found,  fufficient  to  fatisfy 
the  laid  warrant,  the  faid  marflial,  or  his  deputy,  fhall  and  may  proceed  to 
levy  and  collect  the  fum  which  may  remain  due,  by  diftrefs  and  fale  of  the 
goods  and  chatties,  or  any  perfonal  effects,  of  thefurety  or  fureties  of  th# 
delinquent  collector. 

Sec.  16.  Andbcit  further  enaEled,  Thatthe  amount  of  the  fums  commit- 
ted to  any  collector,  for  collection  as  aforefaid,  fhall,  and  the  fame  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  a  lien  upon  the  lands  and  real  eftate  of  fuch  collector, 
and  his  fureties,  until  the  fame  fliall  be  difcharged,  according  to  law  ;  and 
for  want  of  goods  and  chatties,  or  other  perfonal  effects  of  fuch  collectSfc, 
•r  his  fureties,  fufficient  to  fatisfy  any  warrant  of  diftrefs  iffued  purfuant  to 
the  preceding  lection  of  this  act,  the  lands  and  real  eftate  of  fuch  collector, 
and  his  fureties,  or  fo  much  thereof  as  may  be  neceffary  for  fatisfying  the 
faid  warrant,  after  being  advertifed  for  at  leaft  three  weeks,  in  not  lefs  than 
three  public  places  in  the  collection  diftrict,  and  in  one  newfpaper  printed 
in  the  county,  if  any  there  be,  prior  to  the  propofed  time  of  laic,  may  and 
fliall  be  fold  by  the  marflial  or  his  deputy  ;  and  for  all  lands  and  real  e- 
ftate,  fold  in  purfuance  of  the  authority  aforefaid,  the  c  onveyances  of  the 
ftiarfhals,  or  their  deputies,  executed  in  due  form  of  law,  fliall  afford  a  valid 
till*  againft  all  pcrfooi  chiming  under  the  delinquent  collectors,  or  their

funnies,  aforefaid  ;  and  all  monies  that  may  remain  of  the  proceeds  *f  fuch

•.real  eltate  fold  as  aforefaid. 

Sec.  17.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  the  fuper- 
vifors  of  the  respective  diftricts,  at  any  time,  for  good  and  fufficient  caufe, 
•to  difmifs  or  difch.argc  each  or  any  collector  from  office,  and  to  commit 
the  collection  cf  any  part  of  the  faid  tax  remaining  uncollected,  to  a  new 
collector  ;  and  immediately  upon  fuch  difn.iffion,  and  after  a  notification 
thereof,  in  at  leaft  two  public  places  in  the  collection  diftrict,  by  the  fu- 
pervifor,  or  the  furveycr  cf  the  revenue  for  the  diftrict,  on  his  behalf,  th* 
•power:,  cf  the  collector  fo  difmified,  fliall  ceafe  and  terminate  ;  and  if  any 
collector  fo  difmiC'ed,  fliall  wilfully  rtfufe  or  neglect  to  furrender  his  col- 
lection lilt,  and  to  render  a  true  account  of  all  monks  collected  and  to  pay 
over  the  fame  according  to  the  directions  of  the  fupervifor,  each  and  eve- 
tv  fuch  collector  fliall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fum  not  exceeding  four  thoufand 
-dollars  with  cofts  of  fuit,  to  be  recovered  to  the  ufe  of  the  United  States,  in 
any  court  having- competent  jurifdiction  :  Provided,  That  nothing  hereit 
•  contained fliall  be  conilrued  to  impairthe  refponfibility of  any  collector,  or 
Lis  hueties,  arifmg  under  the  foregoing  proviflons  of  this  act. 

Sec.  i3.  Ar.d  be  it  further  enacted,  That  each  and  every  collector,  wh* 
fliall  exercile,  or  be  guilty  of  any  extortion  or  opprefW,  under  colour  of 
tins  act,  or  fliall  demand  ether  or  greater  funis  than  fliall  be  authorized  by 
law  lhall  be  liable  to  pay  a  fum  not  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars  ;  to  be 
recovered  by  and  for  the  ufe  of  the  party  injured,  with  cofts  of  fuit  in  any 
court  having  competent  jurifdiction  ;  and  each  and  cverv  collector  fliall,  if 
required,  give  receipts  for  all  funis  by  them  collected  and  retained,  in  pur- 
suance or  tins  act. 

Sec.  19.  And be  it  further  enacled,  That  for  collecting  the  faid  tar, 
tnere  hiall  be  allowed  and  paid,  the  following  funis,  and  no  more,  to  be  re- 
tained by  tliefeveral  officers  hereinafter  mentioned  in  the  final  fettlcn.ert 
o  T  their  accounts;  rclpectively;  that  is  to  fay  :  To  each  fupervifor,  on* 
halt  per  centum,  on  the  whole  amount  of  the  monies  by  him  received  and 
•accounted  ror,  under  and  by  virtue  of  this  act;  to  everv  infractor,  one 
fourth  per  centum,  on  the  whole  amount  of  the  monies  to  be  by  him  re- 
ceived and  accounted  for  as  aforefaid ;  and  to  every  collector,  five  per  cen- 
tum, on  tne  whole  amount  of  the  monies  by  him  to  be  received  and  ac-
